STRANBOARD MEN REBEL 


TWO MILLS REFUSE TO OBEY 
THE COPIBINE’S ORDERS. 


The Shutdown Was Not Complete- 
Ex-Secretary Bell Talks to ‘‘The 
Journal’’ and Then Sails Away on 
the Paris for England. 


The first shutdown ordered by the new 
Straw Board Manufacturers’ Association 
was not generally observed. At least two 
manufacturers in the combination refused 
to obey the order for a shutdown last week, 
and ran their mills as usual. 

The two recalcitrant members who are 
known to have openly defied the combina- 
tion’s orders are the West Muncie Straw 
Board Company, of West Muncie, Ind., 
and the Albany Paper Company, of Al- 
bany, Ind. The reasons given by these two 
manufacturers for not abiding by the unan- 
imous decision of the other members is 
said to have been that they claimed to 
have orders which had to be filled. 

Advices from Chicago state that it has 
been rumored in that city that there were 
some three or four mills which persisted 
in ion’s orders. When 
it Ts in: the shutdown 
was not complete, there was a hurry call 
issued for a meeting, which resulted in a 
disagreement and an adjournment, with a 
fight on. The effect of this “harmonious 
confusion” was reflected in the stock of the 
American Straw Board Company, which 
broke on the Chicago Stock Exchange 
‘from 30 to 28. The subsequent announce- 
ment that the intractable members had con- 
cluded to close the stipulated time did not 
have any appreciable effect upon the stock 
market. A meeting of the Straw Board 
Manufacturers’ Association, which was to 
have been held in Philadelphia this week, 
has been postponed until December 18. 

Charles W. Bell, the newly appointed ex- 
port agent of the association, sailed on the 
Paris for Southampton on Wednesday. Mr. 
Bell has been succeeded as secretary, which 
vosition he gave up shortly after his re- 
\irement from the post of ‘general man- 
ager of the United States Board and 
Paper Company, by Joseph T. Fanning. A 
number of strawboard manufacturers club- 
bed together and sent 250 sample tons with 
Mr. Bell on his trip. 

Mr. Bell talked pleasantly -with 
porter for THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
the day before he sailed. He said 
his mission abroad was more in the nature 
of a tour of investigation than anything 
else. He declared he knew very little ex- 
cepting what he had been told concerning 
the English market. It was his intention, 
he said, to find out the lay of the land be- 
fore he attempted to do any business with 
the English consumer. 

“IT have no exalted ideas of being able 
to revolutionize the trade in Great Britain,” 
he said, “but if all I have been told by peo- 
ple who ought to know is so, I think we 
shall be able to build up a business that will 
hold its own against all comers. 

“My engagement abroad to 
four months, but it may be permanent. It 
all depends on what success I have in in- 
troducing American strawboards in a mar- 
ket where the German board at present 
holds the fort. I do not, however, look 
upon the German board as a dangerous ri- 
val. German boards won't sel! in this mar- 
ket for 25 per cent. less than the American 
board. The American board is far superior, 
and all that is needed to build up a big ex- 
port trade for it is, in my opinion, someone 
to point out its merits and make sure that it 
is given a fair trial.

A well-known member of the English 
trade, who recently paid a visit to this coun- 
try, and who has now gone home, is inter- 
ested in the matter, and is looking after the 
business on the other side of the water. 

The questions now under consideration 
are those of freight, etc., which go to make 
up the cost of the pulp landed in England. 
If that cost is low enough the schemes will 
end.

The first meeting of the Boston Paper 
Trade Association for the fall season was 
held at Hotel Brunswick, Boston, Wednes- 
day evening, December 1.

It was nearly nine o’clock when Presi- 
dent Smith called the meeting to order, and 
the expeditiousness with which he dis- 
patched the business was really quite amus- 
ing. Everything was carried unanimously, 
no time given for a dissenting voice. E. P. 
Lindsay, of D. M. Munroe & Co., Boston, 
was unanimously elected to membership. 

Cc. D. Brown was unanimously elected 
delegate to the State Board of Trade, to suc- 
ceed himself; George W. Wheelwright and 
J. Richard Carter were elected delegates to 
the National Board of Trade, which will 
meet December 14 in Washington, D. C., 
and J. Richard Carter was elected a dele- 
gate to the Associated Board of Trade. 

Secretary Forsyth was excused from the 
reading of the records of the previous meet- 
ing, which upon vote were declared 
“unanimously” approved. Matters of 
graver import were “unanimously” referred 
to the executive committee. 

Hugh J. Chisholm, president of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, not 
being able to be present, sent a letter of re- 
grets, which was read. 

Then, the business over, President Smith 
arose and very gracefully contrasted the 
business conditions prevailing to-day with 
a year ago. “Things are looking 
better,” said he. “At one mill we are be- 
hind in filling orders, and so favorable are 
conditions that we can decline unprofitable 
orders, instead of taking them just to keep 
the mill running, as many have been ob- 
liged to do in recent past months. And 
this condition is not exceptional with us, 
as many manufacturers are equally well 
situated.” 

C. W. Lyman was then introduced. He 
had some flattering remarks for Boston, 
and referred to the twentieth anniversary 
of the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion, which will be celebrated next Feb- 
ruary. 

James D. Gill dealt humorously with 
some phases of the trade, and had high 
praise for the new Southern Union station 
project. 

Col. Thomas made a humorous speech, 
and then, becoming serious, and referring 
to the Boston post office, he said that the 
sales of stamps during last month showed 
an increase of 14 per cent. over the cor- 
responding month last year. The busi- 
ness showed a profit to the Government. 
He felt sure that if the Government would 
amend its rule regarding second class mat- 
ter, “much of it rubbish,” there would be 
a saving to the Government of from $20,- 
000,000 to $25,000,000. 

He referred to the pneumatic tube which 
would in a few days be put in operation 
between the Boston post office and the 
Union station. This will send letters at 
the rate of a mile a minute. If successful, 
he hoped to see the system in general oper- 
ation in Boston. In that case, within five 
years, he thought, letters would be 
to New York from Boston through pneu- 
matic tubes in less than an hour. 

William H. Parsons, after dealing hu- 
morously with the topics of the evening, 
said:

“The conditions of business have im-

we have entered upon a period of years of 
as great prosperity as has been seen in this 
country; that the next ten years will be 
years of such prosperity that we shall for- 
get the past years of trial, anxiety, trouble, 
distress and loss. To have prosperous 
times the working people must be em- 
ployed, and the most hopeful sign for the 
future was that the avenues of employment 
for the working class had been increased.” 

William A. Murphy referred to the pres- 
ent and coming prosperous times so much 
spoken of, and said: “Prosperity should 
never be made an accommodation train, to 
stop at only the scheduled stations.” 

Mr. Marden made one of his character- 
istic funny speeches, and closed by con- 
trasting the condition of Kansas a year 


ago, when he was stumping there for his 
party, and its condition at the present 
time. 


Gen. Guild told how large was Boston’s 
trade, her fish market and her large leath- 
er export trade and woollen business. Then 
he told how Boston’s trade was hampered 
by the “cruellest kind of competition, the 
freight rates of the consolidated railroads.” 

In closing he made a plea for the militia 
and its support by all, employers espe- 
He believed in being prepared for 
any warlike emergency, any foreign or do- 
mestic disturbance.

He was broad- 
minded and charitable, and though not a 
member of any religious organization he 
contributed generously toward the support 
of the Episcopal church in his town, of 
whose rector one of his daughters is the 
wife. He was regarded as a man of much 
natural ability, who, although very suc- 
cessful as it was, would have made a great- 
er success had his lot been cast in a large 
city like New York.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

As one of the unsecured creditors of the 
Moosehead Pulp and Paper Company, of 
Embden, Me., I wish to give you some in- 
formation in relation to its present condi- 
tion. I have been feneral manager of the 
company from the start in 1890. We have 
one of the best plants for manufacturing 
pulp, with a capacity of 40 tons dry weight, 
in this country. It cost in cash about $250,- 
ooo. We made some good money for the 
first four years, but the last two years, ow- 
ing to the general depression in business, 
and especially in pulp, we ran behind. The 
mill closed last March. At that time we 
were owing about $160,000, $105,000 of 
which was secured by first mortgage bonds, 
and about $55,000 unsecured and floating

| the stock and accounts 
from $30,000 to $40,000. Wallace C. Clem-

due, it had and now has ample means to 
pay them, and leave the stockholders a 
good round margin.

When a seller begins to cut prices below 
a living profit, then the paper mills should 
keep a close eye on him or they will find 
themselves the losers. If they are content 
to take 50 cents on the dollar, they may con- 
tinue business with men of this class, not 
otherwise. There has been too much of this 
kind of business done in the past, and it is 
time that paper manufacturers got together 
and called a halt. It is not the manufacturer 
alone that suffers, but all who are inclined 
to do a legitimate business. It is not fair 
to suppose that a reputable house can com- 
pete with a disreputable one, so long as it 
is backed up by~manufacturers. It is the 
interest of ‘all manufacturers of papers, who 
desire to be paid in full for their product, to 


| protect the legitimate houses as against the

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the land so far accepted but $300,000 has 
thus far been paid by the State Comptroller, 
as the owners of the remaining lands have 
not yet been able to turn over a perfect 
title for their lands to the State. In addi- 
tion to the above the State already owned 
about 9,000,000 acres of Adirondack land. 
There remain about a million and a half 
acres in the hands of private owners in that 
region. Of this amount it is estimated 
that the State should secure control of at 
least one-half to complete the objects for 
which the State Forest Preserve was estab-

New Brunswick Tim ber Resou rces. 


Hon. Mr. Tweedie, provincial secretary 
for New Brunswick, is authority for the 


| statement that, owing to the drop in the 


spruce market and lack of ships to carry 
the products of the forest out of the coun- 
try, there will be held over in that province 
this winter 100,000,000 feet of lumber. Mr. 
Tweedie was at one time surveyor general, 
and is, in consequence, perfectly familiar 
with everything connected with the lumber 
industry. He declares that the province has 
7,000,000 acres of timber land, and although 
lumbering is most extensively carried on, 
there are yet no less than 2,000,000 acres 
which are not under lease. This land can 
be cut over everySeven years, and it would 
therefore seem that fire is the only thing 
that can ever bring New Brunswick’s won- 
derful timber supply to an end. Conse- 
quently it is only natural to suppose that 
the Government of the province: will take 
every possible means to protect’ and hus- 
band this great source of wealth and gen- 
eral prosperity. 

The provincial secretary states that in 
1893 the New Brunswick Government could 
have sold the entire timber limits of the 
province for a sum ranging from $10,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000, and thus wiped out the 
provincial debt and provided a comfortable 
revenue far all time to come. However, the 
executive decided that the wholesale dis- 
posal of such a magnificent asset as the 
forests of New Brunswick would be an un- 
wise policy, and detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the province. He explains that 
had such a policy been carried out, the tim- 
ber would have fallen into the hands of 
monopolists, who, only cutting fo suit their 
own purposes, would have no doubt less- 
enedhe output and deprived thousands of 
people from earning a livelihood. As it is 
at present, under the twenty-five years’ 
lease system, the lessee is obliged to cut’so 
much every year, and thus the benefit which 
thousands enjoy is steady and continuous.—

Ignition of Wood Pulp. 





Some interesting experiments were re- 
cently made in Boston by Edward Atkin- 
son to determine some ‘questions relating 
to the spontaneous ignition of wood pulp. 
According to an exchange, the experiments 
were made in an Aladdin oven with a ther- 
mometer to indicate the temperature. Two 
slabs of wood pulp were tied in the oven, 
one in contact with a loose iron shelf, the 
other without any contact. The first ig- 
nited at 370, the last at 430 degrees. In two 
previous tests the oven was open when the 
thermometer reached 425 degrees, but the 
pulp did not take fire until the introduction 
of air, when it ignited instantly. In speak- 
ing of the matter, Mr. Atkinson says that 
we have been able heretofore to imitate 
spontaneous combustion by putting animal 
or mineral oil on fibrous substances; we 
have tried experiments by mixing mineral 
or paraffine oil with animal oil to determine 
the exact point or proportion at which the 
paraffine or mineral oil will prevent oxy- 
genation of animal or vegetable oil, but 
there has been no apparent means of mak- 
ing this oxygenation visible until the pres- 
ent test. This test may explain the cause 
of many fires.—Manufacturers’ Gazette.

The importers claimed 
that the sheets were entitled to free entry as 
books or pamphlets. The protest was over- 
ruled. 


The board sustained the claims presented 
by the China and Japan Trading Company, 
Limited, and Charles B. Rouss that Japa- 
nese paper umbrellas imported by them 
were dutiable at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 


An opinion was handed down on 
Wednesday in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals on an appeal by the Gov- 
ernment from a decision of the Circuit 
Court for this district, which affirmed the 
decision of the Board of General Apprais- 
ers, reversing a decision of the Collector of 
the Port of New York in regard to the 
classification for duty of certain merchan- 
dise imported by Lionel Moses. The Court 
of Appeals affirms the decision of the court 
below, Judges Wallace, Lacombe and Ship- 


man concurring in the opinion. The 
merchandise in question is a_ very 
light paper, soft, semi-transparent, long 


fibred and dull finished. It weighs under 
10 pounds per ream of 500 sheets, each 20 
x 30.

In our issue of September 24 appeared a 
few remarks on the present distressed con- 
dition of the last surviving descendant of 
Nicolas-Louis Robert, who appears to have 
been the first to bring to a successful issue 
the art of making continuous lengths of pa- 
per by machinery. M. Robert’s history is a 
curious, not to say a sad one; like Keller, 
the inventor of wood pulp, after giving the 
world the benefit of his inventive genius he 
died in a state of poverty. Indeed, his 
last days were more wretched than those 
of Keller, whose necessities were partly 
relieved by means of the bounty of the 
trade, which we were afforded the op- 
portunity of increasing, if only in a mod- 
erate degree. Robert’s claims appear to 
have been largely overlooked since and 
even before his death, and it is chiefly due 
to a memoir of him prepared in 1873 by a 
M. Breville, of Dreux (since dead), that we 


know more than the barest outline of his | 


. history. M. Breville’s monograph formed 
the basis of an article on the subject in a 
recent issue of the Revue de .. Papeterie, to 
which we are principally indebted for the 
following biographical details of this now 
forgotten inventor's career. 

Nicolas-Louis Robert was born at Paris 
on December 2, 1761. From an early age 
he developed a very serious and thought- 
ful character, so much so that his fellow 
students at the school at which his par- 
ents placed him were in the habit of nick- 
naming him “The Philosopher.” However, 
under this apparently cold exterior he ap- 
pears to have concealed a very warm and 
ardent constitution, as well as an inde- 
pendent and impressionable spirit. Of his 
energy and independence one proof is to 
be found in the fact that when only fifteen | 
years of age, and imbued with a liking for 
a military life, he surreptitiously took his 
departure from home and went to Nevers 
in the hope of enlisting in the local regi- 
ment; but in this he was doomed to disap- 
pointment, as his age and height at that 
time were both below the regimental stand- 
ard, and he was soon sent back to Paris, 
where he received a severe reprimand from 


his parents.

got a position as clerk to a notary, but the | disputes being quite frequent. The paper

spirit; ultimately his parents, whom a re- | 


verse of fortune had reduced to a condition 
of comparative poverty, acceded to his 
wishes,and accordingly, on the 23d of April, 
1780, he was enrolled in the Grenoble artil- 
lery regiment, of which the first battalion 


was then in garrison at Calais. About that 
time, in addition to the state of unquiet pre- 
vailing at home, a good deal of feeling was 
aroused in France owing to the conflict be- 
tween the British Government and the 
North American colonists; the War of In- 
dependence was in fact in full swing, and 
Robert appears to have taken much interest 
in it. Fifteen months after his entrance into 


the service he was drafted into a detach- | 


ment of artillery sent to America, and 
seems to have distinguished himself in a 
number of engagements against the British 
troops. 

The career he was then following, though 
suitable to his ambitions in some respects, 
did not open up to him a very promising 
future, as at that period a simple private 
soldier, unless possessed of some influence, 


seldom rose above the position of sergeant- 


major. On his return from America this 
point seems to have occurred to Robert 
very strongly, and as a result of his delib- 
erations he decided to quit military life. 
He therefore applied for his discharge, 
which was granted with a number of com- 
plimentary expressions with regard to his 
good conduct and courage. His next es- 
say in life was of an altogether different 
character, as he engaged himself as proof- 
reader (at the end of 1793 or early in 1794) 
to M. Pierre Didot, a printer, and brother

| fully carried out; he therefore expressed 
| himself willing to provide any reasonable 
amount of cash that might be required for 
the prosecution of further researches. 
Something like five years were consumed 
| in experiments of different kinds, and at 
| the end of that period Robert constructed

He was, how- 
ever, willing to adopt another suggestion 
made by Robert, i. ¢., to send down a com- 
mission of experts to the mill at Essonnes 
to examine the model machine, and to re-

| The immediate outcome of procuring 
this patent seems to have been a dispute be- 
tween M. Didot and himself. Robert, it 
| appears, had agreed to dispose of his patent 
rights to Didot, and the difficulty that arose 
was with regard to the price that should be 
paid for them; the parties could not agree, 
and an action-at-law was the result. In the 
end the decision was in favor of Robert, 
who obtained a decree for the restitution to 
him of the model machine constructed at 
the expense of M. Didot, and which the lat- 
| ter had since kept in his own possession. 
While the case was passing through the 
courts, Robert seems to have conceived the 
idea of setting up a paper-making estab- 
lishment of his own, where he could man- 
| ufacture paper by means of the new ma- 
chine, and he accordingly took premises at 
Darnetal, near Rouen, but this arrange- 
ment did not hold good for long, as, his re- 
| sources failing him, Robert was compelled 
to close the place. When his case against 
Didot was decided he returned to Paris, 
and a reconciliation between him and the 
former gentleman seems to have shortly 
afterward taken place, an agreement being 
come to in the spring of 1798, whereby 
Robert agreed to assign his patent to 
Didot, and to deliver to him a new ma- 
chine, as well as a full-size model of some 
new mechanical attachments which he had 
| lately devised with a view to further ex- 
tending the continuous sheets of paper, as 
well as to teach him certain important proc- 
esses for paper sizing, which he had re- 
cently invented. The price fixed for these 
various concessions was £1,096, of which, 
however, less than £100 appears to have

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tained as a loan from Robert to Didot, on 
which the latter paid him interest annually 
out of the profits he received from his mill 
at Essonnes. 

Mattters between himself and his old pa- 
tron being thus satisfactorily settled, a fur- 
ther agreement was shortly afterward en- 
tered into, in which Robert agreed to direct 
for a period of three months the paper mill 
at Essonnes, during the absence for that 
time of M. Didot, who wished to go to 
England with a view of exploiting there 
the patent rights which had been trans- 
ferred to him by Robert in terms of the 
agreement just mentioned. Accordingly, a 
little later on he left France, feeling well 
satisfied that during his absence the ordi- 
nary manufacture of paper, as well as the 
mechanical production of the new contin- 
uous sheets and the improved sizing process, 
would be thoroughly well attended to by 
Robert, as his deputy. M. Didot appears 
to have carried with him a model of Rob- 
ert’s most improved paper making machine, 
and it is stated that his stay in England, 
which was originally only intended to last 
three months, extended to something like 
five years. It is curious that his name does 
not appear to have been recorded in con- 
nection with the efforts of early inventors 
to perfect a machine for the manufacture 
of continuous sheets or webs of paper. In 
those works on paper manufacture which 
deal with the early history of the paper- 
making machine, Robert is usually referred 
to as having “exhibited a machine in 1799.” 
We have seen, however, that the patent for 
this machine was obtained in the beginning 
of 1768, and that a contract to supply one 
to Didot was entered into three or four 
months later, so that possibly the model 
machine taken over by Didot is the one 
referred to as having been exhibited by 
Robert, as no doubt the former would, in 
the course of his lengthy stay in England, 
have “exhibited’ the machine to various 
parties and at many different places, not 


only in 1798 and 1799, but in the two or | 


three subsequent years. His name, how- 
ever, as we have said, has not apparently 
been mentioned by any writer treating of 
the subject at this period. According to 
Koops, who ) wrote in 1801 “A Treatise on 

the Early History of Paper Making,” it was

kin. Koops says that Gamble “obtained a 
patent which will in some respects con- 
tribute to the introduction of this improve- 
ment in the art of making paper in this 
country; others have likewise for months 
past employed agents in France, to pur- 
chase such machineries for use in this 
country, and if brought to a greater per- 
fection there is no doubt it will be gener- 
ally adopted and used in the British paper 
mills, and that their commerce will not be 
injured by this discovery in France.” 

It would be interesting to know from 
whence the sheets of paper which apparent- 
ly gave Gamble the first idea of making 
the English-built machine were obtained, 
and whether he, Gamble, had really seeen 
Robert's machine at work at Essonnes and 
availed himself of that opportunity to make 
notes of the invention, or whether he was 
in communication with Didot during his 
stay in England, and was permitted by 
that gentleman to make drawings of the 
machine which was in his possession, with 
a view to obtaining an English patent. Per- 
haps the present Mr. Bryan Donkin could 
throw some light upon this subject, and it 
would certainly be worth while finding out 
whether the name of Didot occurs in any of 
the correspondence that passed between 
Gamble and the late Mr. Bryan Donkin, 
or whether any connection between Gamble 
and Didot can be traced during the latter’s 
residence in this country. Mr. Clayton 
Beadle, in his lecture on the “History of 
Paper Making” at the Agricultural Hall a 
few months since, chiefly referred to the 
ordinary recorded sequence of events in 
these matters, quoting Koops as above, 
and also mentioning the article on the first 
Fourdrinier machine and the connection 
of Donkin with it, which appeared in the 
World's Paper Trade Review for December 
7, 1888, so that he threw no further light 
upon the matter. Didot, at any rate, ac- 
cording to some correspondence which 
passed between him and Robert while the 
latter was in charge of his mill at Essonnes, 
appears to have constituted himself a public 
exhibitor of the machine in England, and 
to have been at very considerable expense 
in bringing its merits before the notice of 
interested parties, in devising improve- 
ments in it, etc. 

During the whole of Didot’s absence in 
this country Robert continued to direct his 


Gamble who, bringing some of the | 
new continuous sheets of paper from | 
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mill at Essonnes in a satisfactory manner, 
and the business appears to have been car- 
ried on upon a paying basis for several 
years. Didot’s efforts to popularize the new 
England, however important 
they may have been from an industrial 
point of view, do not seem to have con- 
tributed to the aggrandizement of that gen- 
tleman’s means; in fact, so far from making 
anything out of the patent rights which he 
had purchased from Robert, he seems to 
have lost money over the affair, so much so 
that after his return his financial position 
became seriously embarrassed. The “last 
straw” appears to have been a strike, or 
some similar dispute, which broke out 
among his workpeople, and ultimately the 
Essonnes establishment came under the 
hammer. Robert thus found himself in a 
very awkward position. We have already 
seen that since the cession of his patent 
rights to Didot he had, with the excep- 
tion of a small sum paid down, only been 
receiving interest on the balance of the 
pucrhase money, and in consequence of the 
sale of the mill it seemed only too like- 
ly that he would now lose both principal 
and interest. Some arrangement, how- 
ever, was come to whereby whatever rights 
he possessed in the machine were reserved 
to him, and he was thus put in a position 
to construct a second machine, which he 
sold to M. Guillot, the proprietor of a mill 
at Mesnil, but the remuneration he received 
for this does not appear to have put him in 
a very much better condition, and his 
health, too, was breaking fast. In 1814 his 
patent expired, and very shortly afterward 
Messrs. Berthe and Amoir took advantage 
of this circumstance to erect a machine, 
constructed on his principle, at St. Roch. 
His services were evidently not required in 
this connection, and thus without work or 
responsible position of any kind he found it 
very difficult to earn a living for his family. 
_ Finally he seems to have decided to quit 
| the paper-making business altogether and 
| open a small private school in a suburb of 
| Dreux, which he continued to direct for

| some years. 
| He died on the 8h of August, 1828, at 
the age of sixty-six years, and hencefor- 
ward practically nothing seems to have 
been heard of the machines constructed ac- 
cording to the lines laid down by him, as 
the new Fourdrinier machines seem to have 
superseded all types formerly existing.

Fires. 





Thomas W. Neal, publisher, Dyersburg, 
Tenn., has been burned out. 


A blaze in the basement of the stock 
building of Stone & Forsyth, paper dealers, 
in the rear of their office building, Win- 
throp square, Boston, Mass., November 24, 
damaged straw paper, butter boxes and pa- 
per bags. Some were burned, and others 
damaged by water. The smoke, which was 
dense, added more damage to the stock on 
upper floors. 

Fire was discovered in F. O. Sawyer 
& Co.’s paper factory on Locust, near 
Third street, St. Louis, Mo., early Wednes- 
day afternoon, and within an hour the es- 
tablishment was in ruins and a number of 
adjoining buildings were badly damaged. 
The general loss is estimated at over $200,- 
000. Just how the fire started is not known. 
the flames suddenly bursting from the build- 
ing. It contained highly inflammable ma- 
terial and was soon a roaring furnace, the 
fire communicating across the narrow street 
to the Economic Bindery plant, the Young- 
McKinney Printing Company, the Missouri 
Engraving Company, Woodward-Tiernan 
Printing Company and Higgins Map Print- 
ing Company. A general alarm was turned 
in, but the network of wires and the nar- 
rowness of Locust street at the spot pre- 
vented the firemen from getting actively at 
work at the seat of the fire. There were a 
hundred employees in the paper factory, but 
all made their escape in safety. At 4:30 
o'clock the walls of the paper factory fell, 
crushing in the McKinney Company’s plant. 
At 5 o’clock the flames were brought under 
control. The fire continued to burn all 
night, however, feeding upon the printers’ 
ink and paper. 
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ELECTRICAL POWER TRANS- 
MISSION—I.

Having determined to transmit power 
electrically to a distant part of the mill, 
how are the calculations to be made in or- 
der to ascertain the size of wire necessary 
to carry the required current? How large 
a motor will be required, and how are the 
necessary calculations made? The problem 
of electrical engineering is a new one to 
most paper mill men, and it is necessary 
to begin pretty well down toward the bot- 
tom of the electrical science ladder. 

First, there are two things which govern 
the power in any current of electricity, the 
pressure and the quantity. These things we 
have in calculating water power, the head 
and the cubic feet per minute. With either 
one, without the other, our water power 
would not yield any power. For instance, 
there might be a head of water 3 miles 


‘high, giving a terrific pressure in pounds 


per square inch, but with no body (cubic 
feet). Consequently, there would be very 
little power. The measure of any waterfall 
is the height in feet, multiplied by the num- 
ber of pounds of water, so if there be 1,000 
feet head and o pounds of water the power 
will be o every time. But we cannot have a 
head without some water, even if the head 
be worked up in a one-half-inch pipe. Then, 
it might require 1 pound of water to fill 
the pipe, whereupon we would realize 1,000 K 
I = 1,000 foot pounds of work by the run- 
ning down of 1 pound of water under a 
pressure of 1,000 pounds per square inch. 

Supposing with the half-inch pipe we had 
a large reservoir at the top of the 1,000-foot 
head, and had an unlimited supply of water 
there? Would we get unlimited power 
through that half-inch pipe? No. The quan- 
tity of water which would run down would 
be limited. Only a certain quantity of 
water could flow, because of the size of the 
pipe being small. If there was a pipe twice 
as large we would get twice as much water? 
Certainly. And if the head was twice as 
great, we would also obtain about twice as 
much water also. If the head were only 
500 pounds’ pressure, we would get about 
one-half as much water per minute as with 
the head at 1,000 pounds, or feet. 

We find, therefore, that the power of a 
water power depends upon the head}; the 
quantity of water, and the size of the pipe 
through which the water must flow. Here 
are three things which gévern the power of 
water. If we take the amount of water 
which actually flows the third factor may 
be left out, but as that factor actually gov- 
erns the flow as much as does the pressure, 
or head, then we are obliged to take that 
factor into all the calculations. There is 
no name, in mechanics, for the unit of re- 
sistance of pipes and canals, to the flow of 
water. It would sometimes be a great con- 
venience if there were such a unit, but there 
is none, and we first ascertain the actual 
volume of water in pounds or cubic feet 
per minute, and ther! multiply the number 
of pounds by the feet in height of the fall; 
this gives the amount of work it will do, 
and we call the result “foot pounds.” It 
requires, as we all know, 33,000 foot pounds 
to make one horse power; therefore, if we 
have a very high fall of water, with a smal! 
volume, there may be as much power de- 
rived from it as from another fall with a 
large volume and a low head. 

We had 1,000 feet head, and only 1 pound 
of water per minute, yet obtained 1,000 
foot pounds of work each minute. If the 
fall had been but 1 foot, and the volume 
1,000 pounds of water, the power would be 
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the same. Precisely the same method of 
calculating the power of a current of elec- 
tricity is followed. The power of any cur- 
rent depends upon its pressure and its 
quantity, not the amount of current that 
flows. The pressure, instead of being meas- 
ured in pounds, is measured in “volts.” 
The amount of current, instead of being 
noted in pounds, or cubic feet, is accounted 
for in “amperes.” 

And the work a current is capable of do- 
ing is calculated in the safme way as with 
a stream of water, viz., the pressure and 
quantity is multiplied together. In elec- 
tricity, it is volts times amperes. Instead 
of the result being in foot pounds, it is 
taken in watts, and it takes 746 watts to 
make 1 horse power. The calculations are 
much the same for electricity as for water, 
as 1,000 volts X I ampere = 1,000 watts, and 
1 volt X 1,000 amperes = 1,000 watts also. 

But there is another thing which enters 


into electrical calculations, and that is the | 


size of the conducting pipe or wire. In 
electrical measurements, no difference is 
made whether the wire is big or whether 
it is made of some metal which is a very 
good conductor. In either case it is sim- 
ply called “resistance,” and is measured in 
“ohms.” <A piece of No. 28 copper wire, 15 
feet and five-eighths of an inch long, has a 
resistance of pretty near one ohm. The 
ampere is that amount of current which will 
plate on 1.83 grains of copper in one hour’s 
time. The volt is pretty near the pressure 
that will be obtained from a single cell of 
ordinary battery as used for telegraphing. 
The bell batteries give a little more pressure 
than one volt, some of them giving nearly 
1% volts. 

The resistance, as well as the pressure, 
governs the current which will flow through 
any wire, or from any battery or dynamo, 
for the current which will flow anywhere is 
the pressure divided by the resistance. If 
we have an ordinary electric incandescent 
circuit, with 110 volts pressure, then the 
current that will be in that wire or circuit 
is equal to 110, divided by the resistance. 
If that resistance is only that of the wire, 
say one ohm, there would be 110 amperes 
of current flowing in the circuit. But put in 
a lamp, which has a resistance of about 
330 ohms, and the current is cut down to 
the fraction 110 + 330 = 1-3. Thus we get 
one-third ampere through an incandescent 
lamp, and with no danger of getting more, 
because of the resistance of the lamp, which 
chokes down the current, just as the one- 
half-inch pipe choked down the water flow, 
as noted above. In the next paper on elec- 
trical power transmission we will follow

ductors will be necessary to carry certain 
currents.
